COMMENCEMENT 


A large crowd of parents and friends filled the auditorium for our 
annual Commencement. Principal Christie noted that the ceremonies 
would be repeated only once more in the present auditorium, as there 
was every prospect of a completely new school which would be opened in 
September of 1969. 

The past year, Mr. Christie said, was one of significant change for 
everyone, as Weston had become successfully integrated in the larger 
community of the Borough of York. The building of the York Humber 
secondary school for junior industrial and commercial students was 
something Weston could not have afforded, he said. 

Mr. Christie paid tribute to the efforts of the students in Centennial 
year, chief of which was the raising of $1,967 to furnish a room at the 
Humber Memorial Hospital. Secondary schools, he said, were now 
gradually giving students more individuality and initiative -- especially 
in Grade 13. 

Address to the students was given by A. G. Gillespie, B.A., B.Paed., 
director of education for the York Board of Education and its secretary- 
treasurer. The ideals for which Canada stood could not survive unless 
its citizens kept to the highest standards, he warned. "We cannot get by 
on amiable mediocrity," he said. 

In his valedictory, David Cameron, now a student at York University, 
reminded his fellow-graduates that Canada's most important resources 
were the family and the community. "If we allow this strength to be 
sapped by the selfish god of success then we must pay the price," he 
said.

THE NEW SCHOOL 


THE DAY school opens in September 
of 1969 will be a big day in the 110-year 
history of Weston Collegiate. That is 
when our brand new, multi-million dol- 
lar school will open, with room for 
1400 students. 

Taking a set of blueprints as our 
guide, let's take a quick imaginary tour 
through its bright spacious halls. 

As everyone knows, the new school 
will be built on our present playing 
field, with the imposing front entrance 
on Pine St. The present building will 
be torn down, and become the new play- 
ing field. Off William St. there will be 
a parking lot for 87 cars which will lead 
into a service court. 

Let's walk in by the front door and 
look around. 

We step right into a large lobby and 
facing us is the entrance to the auditori- 
um which will have seats for 700. To 
the left of the stage, as we face it, are 
the dressing rooms, and to the right 
are workshops and stores. Turning 
either to left or right on entering the 
lobby, you skirt the auditorium and be- 
hind it, are the principal's and vice 
principals’ offices, general offices. 
Behind these is the upper part of the 
new swimming pool, and behind this 
again -- to the west -- is the big, bright 
cafeteria. 

As you enter the lobby, to your left 
are the shops -- drafting 1 and 2, ma- 
chine shop, auto shop and three elec- 
trical shops. To the right are music 


room, design centre, art room with 
ceramics area, change rooms, stores, 
offices, and receiving rooms. 

Stairs on both sides of the foyer take 
you to the second floor. The north 
stairs lead to rooms for classes in 
nursing, nutrition, clothing, geography 
and health. There is an audio-visual 
storeroom as well. In the centre, be- 
hind the upper part of the auditorium, 
is the new library and resource centre, 
and to the west is the gym, with change 
rooms and stores off it. 

More stairs take you to the third and 
top floor. On the north side are science 
rooms -- for physics, chemistry, and 
biology with work rooms and a prepara- 
tion room. There is also a biology 
store room. 

In the centre, at the east end, is the 
upper part of the auditorium and the 
projection room. Back of this are six 
classrooms, while at the west end is 
the upper part of the gym. 

On the south side are the commercial 
rooms -- a room for typing, a steno- 
graphic lab, a practice office, two book- 
keeping rooms, a business machines 
room, and a data processing room. 

It's going to be quite a place for future 
Weston students to call their home -- 

a far cry from the old Weston Grammar 
school which started things off in 1857. 
Very soon it will be goodbye to the 

old, and hello to the new. 
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Here is an artist's con- 
ception of the front of 
the new school, from 
Pine Street.

Age has set in. Iam on the wrong 
side of sixteen and not getting any 
younger. Nostalgia rises from deep 
within me and compels me to set down 
this story of grief, greed, happiness 
and raw passions.

"MY FIVE YEAR STAY AT WESTON” 


Iam gathered here today from the 
dark and dusty corners of W.C.I. to 
relate to you the wonderful experiences 
that have befallen me in my supposed 
five years at Weston. I say "supposed" 
because I am only half way through my 
fourth year (barring any interruption -- 
such as death -- I should be all the way 
through as you read this). 


I guess I should start with the beginn- 
ing of my seemingly long but actually 
short stay. I did not enter Weston as a 
small, frightened, befuddled grade nine 
as many of you would expect, but as a 
small, frightened, befuddled grade ten, 
fresh out of Junior High and a veteran of 
the rotation system -- Bull feathers: 

I was never more confused and petri- 
fied in my life. 


"Don't go up those stairs." 


"No we don't have an eighth period 
lunch." 


"Yes, you've got the right room." 
(which seemed rather funny to me be- 
cause it was the first time I had ever 
seen sewing machines in the typing 
room .) 


Anyway, so began my sojourn at 
Weston; the good old days. 


As I look back on my first years at 
Weston I remember the countless Coke 
dances I attended -- and I still wonder 
where the coke is -- and the agonizing 
nights I spent working up the nerve to 
ask a girl to one of the other dances. 


I remember when W.C.I. was W.C. 
V.S. and we were under the Weston 
Board of Education and not under the 
thumb of York. I remember when the 
Senior football team won more than two 
games, and, believe it or not in one 
season. But alas, that was a long time 
ago. 


Ilook back on my years at Weston 
and I see things from a prejudiced point 
of view. I tend to forget about detentions 
and remember the skipped periods. I 
tend to glance over French with Miss 
Ryans and remember spares with Mr. 
Garlin. 


The memories of Weston are so fre- 
quent and numerous that I cannot, it 
seems, put them down in any logical 
order. 


What can compare to the thrill that a 
grade nine or ten receives when he is 
first told of how Weston stole the Lea- 
side bell. 


I remember the 1964-65 Junior Foot- 
ball Championship, where Weston went 
through several miles of Blue and White 
toilet paper and a poor merchant, whose 
store was nearby, who lost all his stock 
of toilet paper buyers and others. 


More recently was the "Mud Bowl" 
played by Weston this year. The crowd 
enjoyed a great time as both teams 
slipped and slid about the field. 


So much for the things outside of 
school. What about the things inside? 
For instance the Variety Show '66 with 


its cast of thousands. It was a fantastic 
production which travelled the world 
over bringing song and laughter to the 
audience. 


And, of course, inside my school 
there are students. At this point I 
could go into a very long story on the 
characters, famous and infamous, that 
I have met in Weston but I won't. But I 
will say that we all have our good and 
bad sides, and some of the sides no 
matter whichever they were, were very 
funny in class. 


But the good side of all students are 
evident year round. There are clubs 
within the school that take an interest 
in world affairs. The students also 
show their better half by supporting 
three Korean orphans and by raising 
almost $2,000 annually for the United 
Appeal. 


This year in particular, the students 
outdid themselves by raising enough 
money to fully equip a room at Humber 
Memorial Hospital as part of their Cen- 
tennial project. 


But enough of memories, let's get 
back to my stay at Weston. 


I whisked my way through grade ten 
and then plunged into grade eleven 
which took me two years and a summer 
at Summer School to complete. 


That covers three years very quickly. 
It does not cover the trials, the tribu- 
lations, all the teachers, the students 
or all the other fun things that happened 
at Weston. I purposely left them out 
because all those that have been through 
it know what I'm talking about and the 
others -- well, let's just say I don't 
want to ruin the surprise. 


This brings us abruptly to my fourth 
year, which is, as I have said, only 
half over. Even so, things are happen- 
ing which led me to believe that this is 
going to be another swinging year. 


Well, this brings me to the end of my 
relatively short story (relative to how 
long its supposed to be) and I hope as 
you read it that you are looking report.

PLAYS HOCKEY 
IN SOUTH AFRICA! 


You may still hear the old joke 
about selling refrigerators to Eskimos. 
There's a new version now: playing ice 
hockey in South Africa. 

That's just what a former Weston 
student is doing. He is Brian Screen, 
who attended Weston Collegiate for 
three years in the technical department, 
and is playing in the South Africa ver- 
sion of the National Hockey League. 
Brian willingly told the editors -- via 
letter -- a bit about his experiences. 

When Brian left school, he wanted to 
travel. He wrote various teams in 
Europe to see if they needed a hockey 
player, and eventually a representative 
from the ice rink in Johannesburg came 
to Toronto to interview players. Brian 
was one of five Weston area hockey 
players to go -- as he says, "I liked 
the idea of South Africa because I 
thought it would be different, with its 
mild climate." He adds that he liked 
the notion of playing golf the year 
round, too. 

In Johannesburg, Brian got a job with 
a sporting goods firm, and settled down 
to play hockey. Ice hockey he says, is 
played only in Johannesburg. There is 
a rink in Durbar -- the only other ice 
rink anywhere in South Africa -- but it 
is too small for hockey. 


The season runs from the first of 
March to the end of September, and the 
sport must be catching on, since the 
rink is always filled to capacity, with 
room for 2,500 spectators. The stan- 
dard of hockey, Brian writes, is not as 
high as that of the N.H.L. in North 
America, but about the level of Junior 
B. 
"I would say," he adds, "that the 
players get away with more here as 
they don't have the respect for the ref- 
erees that they have in Canada. The 
fans seem to understand the game but 
to them I think it is more important to 
win than whether the team plays well. 
It is also more important to finish 
league champions that to win playoffs. 
They seem more excited during the 
season than during the playoffs. There 
are only four teams or at least there 
were last year. Coaches are usually 
one of the players. Two teams were 
coached by Canadians." 

Brian admits he gets homesick oc- 
casionally, especially for the sports 
events such as football and baseball. 
However, he likes it where he is and he 
intends to stay for at least another two 
years. He hasn't yet decided if he will 
stay for good. 

One difference between Canada and 
South Africa is that there is no T.V. 
there, and Brian says he misses it. 
There is no snow, he says, and he finds 
it hard to recognize the change of sea- 
sons. Life, however, is much easier 
there as the natives or Africans per- 
form all the chores and the unskilled 
labour. He and his wife -- a former 
Weston Collegiate girl -- have a native 
girl in three days a week to do all the 
heavy work such as cleaning floors, 
washing, and ironing. She is paid $15 a 
week. One advantage of South Africa, 
he adds, is that there are many more 
opportunities there for a boy like him- 
self. 


"I have visited Durban three times," 
he writes, "and enjoy being able to say 
I have swum in the Indian Ocean. I've 
also visited Kruger National Park where 
all wild animals roam free. This was 
certainly something to remember. I am 
visiting Cape Town over Christmas." 

Brian's wife is the former Maureen 
Gordon, of Weston, who graduated from 
the W.C.I. commercial department and 
then began working for Canadian Pacific 
Airlines. Maureeen thinks life in South 
Africa is "great." She doesn't seem to 
mind the lack of T.V. -- they get out a 
lot more socially than if they had T.V. 
to watch, she says. 

What Brian didn't say -- but his 
father, who still lives in Weston, re- 
vealed -- was that he is a 3-handicap 
golfer. It's not surprising, therefore, 
that he likes the mild climate. 

Brian started playing hockey with 
Shopsy's Peewees, and worked up to a 
centre job with Marlies -- the position 
he still plays. Last season, there were 
half a dozen Canadian players on the 
four teams in the league -- one from 
Northern Ontario, two from Vancouver, 
and three from Toronto -- Brian him- 
self, and Braden Huston and Don Rey- 
nolds of Etobicoke.

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THE VALEDICTORY 


Tonight is a unique experience for 
us, because it is highly unlikely any of 
us are graduating from high school for 
the second time, and because it affords 
us the opportunity of examining the 
years we have spent here and also the 
years ahead. 

The process of looking in retrospect 
over our high school career, no doubt 
arouses a variety of emotions . 

Only a few years ago we entered this 
edifice as confident, pompous, and 
supposedly sophisticated, though in fact 
awkward, grade-niners. We looked 
forward to the new freedom and social 
status of high school life. But the 
dream was not to last long for in strik- 
ingly short order, our illusions were 
destroyed with deft efficiency. We 
found that instead of being shown the 
respect due to a high school student, 
we were subjected to the silent reproach 
of the upperschoolmen, not to mention 
the more forceful and verbal reproach 
of the staff. Despite our efforts we 
could not act refined. We danced awk- 
wardly, when indeed we summoned the 
courage to dance at all. We were any- 
thing but free, and what was worse we 
found ourselves longing for the day 
when we would be upperschoolmen. But 
the interval between that dream and its 
present realization was not as drastic 
as one might think. Our initial disillu- 
sionments were somewhat lessened as 
we found time to participate in the 
various extra-curricular activities. 
The dances, the fund-raising projects, 
the sports, the clubs, the student gov- 
ernment -- even the occasional bunny- 
hop in the cafeteria, all gave some 
measure of freedom and prestige to our 
withering egos. It is probably these 
activities and the friendships, associa- 
tions and knowledge of social responsi- 
bility gained during them which will re- 
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main the greatest and most lasting 
benefit of our high school experience. 
Of course, our academic life did not 
suffer too badly during our sojourn, and 
despite our often sarcastic remarks to 
the contrary it was worthitall. Though 
we did in fact have to work for what we 
achieved, the day's routing of classes 
was certainly not composed of merely 
rigorous study. Few of us will ever 
forget those bits of humour which oc- 
casionally spiced even the dullest class- 
es. One such incident occurred last 
year during one of our math periods. 
It seems that the teacher involved had a 
distinct aversion to having people chew 
gum in his classes, and accordingly he 
made offenders contribute nickels, 
dimes and quarters to a little worn out 
pop can reserved expressly for that 
particular purpose. One afternoon he 
happened to look up from his desk and 
lo and behold there was one of his most 
regular offenders chewing wildly on a 
stick of Wrigley's. Itwas class deco- 
rum that the student be given the oppor- 
tunity to deny or affirm his guilt in the 
matter and accordingly the teacher, 
took out the pop can, and somewhat over 
anxiously asked. "Gum John"? to which 
the latter replied, "No thanks, sir."

Let us look for a moment to the fu- 
ture. For many, education now has 
been completed and they will enter the 
business world or some other field. 
For others, there lies ahead another 
four or five years of university educa- 
tion. When we have completed training 
and start out in our chosen field, we 
must start out at or near the bottom. 
From there on it is up to us to make 
something of ourselves. But what does 
this mean? In our society great em- 
phasis is placed upon, and admiration 
given to, the god of success. Conse- 
quently, there is great pressure upon 
you and me to achieve entrance into 
upper wage brackets, to achieve a good 
measure of social status and an ade- 
quate if not abundant amount of security. 
Where the rub comes is that in this push 
for success our society is in danger of 
losing much of the joy in life and of 
sacrificing the well-being of its most 
basic institutions. 

The family and the community have 
always been the main institutions where- 
by the moral integrity and values of our 
society have been learned, preserved 
and advanced. Any psychiatrist will 
tell you that a person learns to love 
only in response to the love he is shown. 
As one is shown love, and is given af- 
fection and direction in childhood, so 
one learns to go beyond one's self and 
love others in return. Mostof society's 
values are communicated from genera- 
tion to generation in much the same 
way. Certainly our nation needs pro- 
minent men in every field. Industrial, 
economic, labour, and intellectual re- 
sources are a source of strength to the 
nation but its most important resources 
in the final analysis are the family and 
the community. Deprive it of these in- 
stitutions and you deprive it of its 
values and its integrity. Take away 
these things and your powerful nation is 
merely a machine destined to wear out 
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quickly. Of what profit then is it if in 
the process of attaining personal suc- 
cess and fulfilling personal ambitions, 
family and community are sacrificed? 

To this school and to its staff we ex- 
tend our gratitude. But let us take with 
us this concept which has obscurely 
hidden itself in the day to day activities 
of our experience. We must live signi- 
ficantly in this world for ourselves and 
for others. But let us not limit this 
concept of others to activities involving 
the advancement of our personal ambi- 
tions or our devotion to some social 
causes. Let us allow it to include those 
basic institutions and values like the 
family and the community in which soli- 
darity the true strength of our nation 
lies. 

To this school then, and to its staff 
we bid fond farewell. For the lessons 
you have taught us we extend our grate- 
ful thanks. May we the students strive 
to keep the spirit which you have foster- 
eds

SORRY YOU'RE LEAVING . . 


. . . MISS CAMPBELL 


For Miss Campbell, thirty-eight 
years of teaching -- all of them at Wes- 
ton -- come to an end this June. 

During that time, she has taught Eng- 
lish, history, economics, and business 
correspondence, and has been connect- 
ed with the guidance program since it 
began in the late 1940's, as a sort of 
extra-curricular activity. She recalls 
that the first Careers' Day was planned 
in the Library at the north end of the 
second floor. 

Miss Campbell received her elemen- 
tary and secondary school education in 
Weston; then she received her Honours 
B.A. from McMaster University, and 
her Bachelor of Pedagogy from the Uni- 
versity of Toronto. Later, she took the 
courses for the Specialist in guidance. 

Girls P.E. classes in the "old aud" 
on the third floor of the centre wing are 
among her memories of the days when 
she was a student here. At that time 
departmental exams were compulsory 
down as far as Grade 8. 

During her earlier teaching days, 
assemblies were held in what is now 
the girls' gym, where classes stood 
during the opening exercises held there 
daily for the whole student body. School 
plays were put on there, with the audi- 
ence sitting on folding chairs which not 
infrequently collapsed at crucial mo- 
ments. 

World War 11 days were busy ones, 
with the school in use twenty-three 
hours every day, for regular and War 
Emergency classes, including the only 
such classes for girls in Canada. 
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Miss Campbell was staff adviser for 
the school's United Nations Club for a 
number of years, during which the Club 
participated in an annual Model Assem- 
bly. On one occasion she accompanied 
some 60 students from various Toronto 
area schools on an Easter weekend trip 
to New York, sponsored by the United 
Nations Association in Canada (Toronto 
Branch.) 

In 1957, the school's Centennial at- 
tracted hundreds of graduates to ahome- 
coming Thanksgiving weekend. One of 
Miss Campbell's contributions was set- 
ting up a museum with mementos from 
the school's early years, and arranging 
many rooms for class reunions. 

Miss Campbell has been a life-long 
resident of Weston, and has been active 
in community affairs. She hopes to 
continue her many hobbies -- garden- 
ing, oil painting, photography, reading, 
and travelling. All her students, past 
and present, wish her many happy years 
of retirement:

In his 25 years as guidance counsel- 
lor at Weston Collegiate, Mr. Calnan 
has witnessed the organization and 
growth of one of the finest school guid- 
ance systems in Toronto. He began his 
career at Port Hope High School, and 
later moved to Tweed, where he taught 
for ll years. 

Then he settled in Weston. Besides 
guidance, he enjoyed teaching mathe- 
matics, physical education, geography, 
chemistry and biology, the latter two 
subjects being his favourites. 

Mr. Calnan has also taken an interest 
in Weston's extra-curricular activities, 


participating in many. He coached foot- 
ball teams for many years and advised 
the student council. Outside of school, 
he has been extremely active. He or- 
ganized a swimming club, and attended 
many nature lore camps for the develop- 
ment of camp counsellors. 

Yet the highlight of Mr. Calnan's 
career must certainly be the progress 
that our guidance department has made 
and he can well be proud of it. Twenty- 
five years ago we had no such depart- 
ment and, furthermore, many people 
believed guidance was not necessary in 
schools. It was Mr. Calnan who set up 
the first guidance department and he 
has been the figure behind all changes 
since. That our guidance has progress- 
ed to what it is today is tribute enough, 
for much time and effort must go into 
an undertaking of this type. 

Although he has no definite plans for 
retirement, Mr. Calnan hopes to be 
very active. He has a cottage in Hali- 
burton and enjoys working with plants 
-- two things that will take up much of 
his time. Many students can thank Mr. 
Calnan for helpingthem choose a career, 
for in his role as guidance counsellor, 
he has helped many and must know a 
certain satisfaction in this. Now that 
he has decided to retire, we wish him 
every success and happiness in the 
years to come.

Mr. Scott, our retiring commercial 
director, graduated from Victoria Col- 
lege in 1931 with a B. A. degree. The 
following year he attended the Ontario 
College of Education, specializing in 


physical education. In September of 
1932 he joined the staff at Weston and 
from then until the spring of 1940 taught 
P.E. and mathematics along with some 
Science. 

During this time he coached rugby, 
basketball, track and field, and gymnas- 
tics. His own major participating sport 
was lacrosse and he played lacrosse for 
Victoria College and O.C.E. 

In 1940 he joined the Royal Canadian 
Air Force and served in the Special 
Services Branch until he was discharged 
in August, 1945, with the rank of Flight 
Lieutenant. 

He rejoined the staff at Weston in 
September of that year and continued to 
teach P.E. and maths and coach teams. 
During the five summers following the 
war he attended summer school at 
O.C.E. and obtained his specialist cer- 
tificate in commercial subjects. From 
the early 1950's he has been teaching 
commercial subjects with some coach- 
ing of the gymnastic classes. 

In 1958, he was appointed director of 
the commercial department. Some of 
the changes during the last ten years in 
the commercial department have been 
the setting up of the practice office, a 
full business machines room, facilities 
for machine transcription, shorthand 
steno-lab, introduction of new courses 
in marketing, business organization, 
data processing, and the introduction of 
the 5-year business and commerce 
branch. 

Mr. Scott taught shorthand and typing 
at night school in Weston for many 
years. During the summers of 1962 and 
1963, at O.C.E., he instructed beginn- 
ing teachers (commercial) in typing, 
shorthand theory, and shorthand methods . 

Looking back over the years, some 
of the recollections he has are of the 
assemblies in what is now the girls' 
gym, where each morning the whole 
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school would file in and stand in rows 
for the morning devotions, etc; the 
football field to the west of the school 
which was practically all sand; and the 
cadet inspection days when both the 
boys and girls were on parade. 

He also recalls the P.E. classes up 
in the attic; the winter carnivals; the 
cafeteria that was where the bookroom 
and rooms 12 and 13 are now; his 
associations with that fine group of 
students who gave their lives in World 
War Il; of the teachers who have left 
Weston and have become principals, 
co-ordinators, inspectors, superinten- 
dents, and directors of education. 

Teaching, Mr. Scott says, has been 
an enjoyable experience for him, with 
the resultant associations with young 
people. He would recommend it as a 
career. It has, he says, many com- 
pensations. 

On his retirement, he and Mrs. 
Scott hope to do some travelling. Japan 
and Hawaii are high on their list of 
places to visit. Of course, he will 
have more time to indulge in his fav- 
ourite pastime -- golf.

During the week of January 22 to January 26, the class of 20 girls and nine 
boys, supervised by Mr. Yamaguchi, were guest students at the Albion Hills 
Conservation School. 

The first day we had a tour of the grounds, indentifying the different land 
forms and glacial deposits. Tuesday, Mr. Williams, a farm specialist, gave 
us a lecture on farm management, followed by a visit to the farm which is ор- 
erated by Мг. Van Dyke. Cattle and pigs are bred to help defray expenses as 
well as chickens whose egg production is for school consumption. 

Wednesday morning, after the farm chores, dishes and weather readings 
were completed. We were then divided into two groups: one-half was sent to 
Albion House for candle-making and spinning; the other half made a study of 
animal ecology. In the evening, a lecture on topographical maps, by Mr. Put- 
nam, the vice-principal, prepared us for our Thursday hike. The four group 
leaders, with Mr. Yamaguchi, Mr. Putnam, and the class set out along the sur- 
rounding side-roads guided by a Conservation authority, Mr. Stasser. 

We made many stops to observe the farm types and to discuss farm manage- 
ment. On climbing to the top of the Niagara Escarpment, we were able to see 
Toronto in the distance. Some teachers from Weston visited us in the evening, 
and we were entertained by skits and music performed by the pupils. After 
compass instruction on Friday, we packed, and following an excellent movie on 
flood control, departed reluctantly for home.

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THE SECOND CENTURY 


One of our Centennial projects last 
year was an essay and poetry contest on 
some centennial theme. The four prize- 
winners were: senior prose, David Smith, 
5A12A; senior poetry, Rex Anderson, 


5A13A; junior prose, Elizabeth Cooper, 
junior poetry, Tony McKinnon, 10D. 
All were awarded maple leaf pins and 
cuff-links in sterling silver which were 
presented at commencement. 


As you know, we are, this year hold- 
ing our bi-centennial. The biggest 
celebration is in Victoria, where we 
are holding our World's Fair. Exactly 
one hundred years ago, in 1967, we held 
a World's Fair, which we called Expo 
‘67, in Montreal, to celebrate the first 
one hundred years of our existence. 

Of course, Canada was not the only 
country celebrating a birthday. The 
Soviet Union's fiftieth anniversary also 
occurred in 1967 and they succeeded in 
launching a space laboratory in October 
of that year. Although primitive by our 
standards, it was at that time a great 
breakthrough, especially as the Ameri- 
cans were having so much trouble with 
the Apollo project, which they wisely 
scrapped after three fruitless years of 
experiment. 

Canada competed in the World Hockey 
Tournament in Vienna, but finished a 
disappointing third. Chicago won the 
Stanley Cup, and in football, the Grey 
Cup was won by the Winnipeg Blue 
Bombers. 

A space craft from the USSR, the 
Luna 165, arrived on the moon in No- 
vember, 1969. 

Lyndon Johnson, a generally disliked 
man, was beaten in the 1968 Presidential 
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elections in the United States, by Re- 
publican Governor Charles Percy of 
Illinois. 

In the field of Medicine, a cure for 
cancer was discovered in Aberdeen, 
Scotland. 

By 1975, supersonic jet aircraft were 
being used commercially with the first 
regular supersonic plane in service be- 
ing the Russian TS-107. 

American politics saw another change 
in the leadership of the country. Robert 
Kennedy, became President in 1972. 
Immediately he came into office, he 
withdrew all but a token force from 
South Vietnam. 

In India, cows were permitted to be 
slaughtered. 'This was in 1971, but only 
three years later India went Communist, 
and all churches were banned. 

In the five years between 1970 and 
1975, many important changes in the 
automobile industry came about; but 
gradually cars were banned from the 
world's major cities except for emer- 
gency vehicles. Apart from the con- 
gestion, car exhausts were polluting 
the air. Another reason for pollution 
was industrial smoke, so New York 
decided to ban all untreated industrial 
fumes. 

A great breakthrough in heart sur- 
gery was announced in 1974. A com- 
pletely synthetic heart was inserted into 
a man dying in San Diego, California. 

In Canada, two new roads, known as 
ultra-highways, were begun between 
Halifax and Vancouver, and between 
Montreal and Dawson City. 

The population of Canada now reached 
35, 000, 000. 

In 1974, three American astronauts 


reached the moon, in their spacecraft, 
Hera 6. 

Between 1975 and 1980, Robert Ken- 
nedy remained President of the United 
States, winning comforably in 1976 and 
1980. In 1980, he named his brother 
Edward (Teddy) Kennedy as Vice-Presi- 
dent. 

Two much-discussed projects were 
begun in the decade between 1980 and 
1990. The Dover-Calais tunnel under 
the English Channel was started in 1987 
and a bridge over Lake Ontario was be- 
gun the following year. 

The Kennedy brothers were still in 
control of the United States, winning the 
1984 & 1988 elections. One of Robert 
Kennedy's sons was Attorney-General. 

By now, the electric car was the only 
kind in general use, although experi- 
ments were being made on jet-powered 
cars, and on hovercars, which are now, 
of course, used extensively. 

At the turn of the century, the Ken- 
nedy family lost power for the first 
time in forty years, apart from the 
Johnson interval. Both the brothers re- 
tired. 

In 2001, Quebec left Canada, and set 
up parliament in Quebec City. This 
was hailed as "a disaster -- indeed the 
worst disaster in the history of Canada." 

In 2003, Russian cosmonauts made a 
trip to Mars, and it was now possible 
that Venus would be reached. The 
U.S.A.'s part in their Space Research 
council branch was a trip to that planet. 
This was accomplished in 2010, in the 
Centauri craft. 

In 2025 the United Nations decided to 
leave their outmoded building in New 
York and meet in a different city each 
year. The first city thus honoured was 
Kiev, USSR., in order to help celebrate 
the one-hundredth anniversary of the 
Russian Revolution. 
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The year 2030 saw another Kennedy 
in the White House, John F. Kennedy's 
grandson, Francis. Nobody could have 
envisaged the power the Kennedy family 
would hold in the United States. 

Canada's population had risen to 
50,000,000; Quebec had 9,000,000. 

Pleasure flights into space were start- 
ed in 2038, and there was a Heliport 
built in Etobicoke. 

In sports, the National Hockey League 
had expanded to the International Hockey 
League. The first Stanley Cup was won 
by St. Louis, who defeated the Budapest 
Red Stars. 

In 2045, Russia and China finally 
settled their differences. There had 
been small wars and Russian and Chin- 
ese delegates signed a trade agreement, 
after years of disagreement over China's 
brand of Communism, and various terri- 
torial claims. 

Now, of course, it is our bi-centenn- 
ial. We have our World's Fair in Vic- 
toria, which is our fourth largest city 
after Toronto, Barrie and Edmonton. 
The President of the United States, Mr. 
James Kennedy, is expected to attend, 
as is the king of Spain, Victor IV, and 
our King, James VII. 

The past one hundred years have been 
probably the most momentous in the 
history of Canada, and, indeed the 
world. Our technological advances 
could not have been ever dreamed of 
one hundred years ago. We can look 
forward to the next hundred years with 
a great deal of hope and, indeed, as- 
surance of a good future for future 
generations of Canadians.

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GRANDMOTHER'S STORIES OF WESTON 


Life in our grandparents' and 
great-grandparents' time was vastly 
different from that of today. Teenagers 
now couldn't live without T.V., radio, 
or having access to a car. These 
things just didn't exist! This meant 
that it was up to the young people them- 
selves to find amusement with what they 
had. When we say our parents repeat- 
edly say, "Be thankful for what you 
have. We didn't have it so good." we 
realize this is true. 

It is hard to imagine that fun can be 
created without all our modern conven- 
iences. A favourite pastime of the 
youngster was to save scraps of paper 
through the week, tear them up, and on 
Saturday morning, play "paper chase". 
This is the same as “hounds and hares." 
Other activities were gathering in 
groups for hikes or bicycle trips up 
north of Jane Street. When the Humber 
River wasn't polluted, many fished or 
went swimming. 

Dances and parties played an impor- 
tant part in a young person's life. 
Winter sleighing parties were looked 
forward to. Church groups would hire 
wagons equipped with runners, two 
benches on each side of the wagon, and 
the bottom of this was lined with straw 
for warmth. They would enjoy a couple 
of hours driving and then head back to 
the school or church for a hot supper 
and games. 

Any big party always meant formal 
invitations and a chaperone would be 
present. It wouldn't be right for a girl 
to dance with the same boy all night, so 
her dance card would be filled out with 
a variety of boys' names. The music 
would be the fox trot, waltz or Paul 
Jones. Girls usually wore long, elabo- 
rate dresses with an evening cape. At 
the end of the dance, each girl would be 
escorted home by some boy. 
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Soliciting articles on the street was a 
common sight. The rag and bone man 
would rattle down the street with his 
old clothes and various discarded ob- 
jects. Everyone would listen for the 
milkman and the meat man as this was 
the only supply of fresh food. The meat 
was usually sausages and fish. When 
the milkman came, he emptied the milk 
from a big container with a ladle into 
the customer's quart jug. This milk 
came straight from the nearby farms 
and wasn't pasteurized. Butter and 
cream were also sold. 

After the cart had passed, the people 
would fight for the fertilizer to feed 
their roses. When my uncle was a 
little boy his neighbours paid him to 
collect "these fragrant morsels". 
When they were watered down and al- 
lowed to age, the product provided good 
nourishment for cabbages. On a sum- 
mer day, the school windows would be 
wide open and above the teacher's voice 
could be heard a call, "Get your ripe 
bananas here." Today, there is only 
the knife sharpener or the fruit vendor. 

Public services were underdeveloped 
at this time in contrast to those of to- 
day. Transportation in 1898 to about 
1920 was very limited. There was a 
street car service that used to go down 
Main Street every half hour. During 
the summer the street car had open 
sides with benches for seats. There 
was one motorman and a ticket collec- 
tor. Since this vehicle ran on tracks, 
the ride was very noisy but enjoyable. 
In the winter, the street car was, of 
course, closed. "Hap" Holly was the 
only policeman at that time, and there 
was only one taxi driver at that time. 
If you wanted to phone from Toronto to 
Weston, this was long distance and it 
usually took half an hour to get your 
connection. 


Social life from 1898 to about 1918 
was completely different from that of 
today. One popular custom was to 
leave a calling card at the homes you 
visited. Most women had one day set 
aside each week and would be home that 
day to greet visitors. If a caller went 
to a person's house on a day that they 
were out, then they would leave one of 
their calling cards .- These calling 
cards had the person's name, the time, 
and day of the week they could be visit- 
ed. The idea was to leave two cards 
with the husband's name and one with 
the wife's. Whether the person was 
home or not, a card would be left. My 
great grandmother had a silver tray 
sitting on the table inside the hallway 
where these cards were placed. 

The town of Weston had community 
gardens that were organized on the site 
of the present Senior Public School. 
The town itself met all the expenses. 
Each child was given a small plot of 
land, fifteen by thirty feet and he grew 
zinnias, potatoes, beets and beans. 
The garden was already set up by the 
town employees. It was up to the kids 
to take care of their own plants, and 
once a week, Mr. Pollock, who judged 
the results, gave lectures on "how the 
weeds were the robbers of the plants." 
He also would check on the progress of 
each garden. There was a contest each 
year, held in the second floor of the 
Town Hall, where prizes were given 
for the best flowers and vegetables. 

Great changes have taken place 
through the last one hundred years. A 
small retired farming centre has grown 
to an expanding industrial, urban area. 
Even though the world is changing about 
us, the past will never be forgotten. 
Each generation had added something 
to the development of our town, as I 
have illustrated with the tales of my 
grandmother.
